CORONER’S JURY 
RENDERS VERDICT 
IN MURDER CASE 


Inquest Into Shooting of Alma Armstrong 
Concluded Saturday Morning—Wound 
Not Self-inflicted 


Without naming anyone responsible for her death, but 
declaring that the wound from which she died was not self- 


inflicted, the coroner’s jury empanelled to solve the mystery | 


shooting of Alma Armstrong, 21-year-old Pigeon Lake girl, 
reached a verdict at noon on Saturday. 
As handed in by the jury, their verdict read as follows: 


“Alma Armstrong died at the Royal Alexandra hospital | 


at about 1 a.m. August 25, 1934, from a gun-shot wound in 
the neck received about 5 p.m. August 24 at 12006 87 street, 
the same being inflicted by a gun in the hand of some per- 


son other than herself.” 


Jealous infatuation for a girl young enough to be his 
daughter, was ascribed by the Crown as the motive for the 
shooting that snuffed out the life of 20-year-old ex-waitress 
Alma Armstrong of Pigeon Lake for whose slaying Cap- 
tain Thomas W. “Tommy” Higginson is held, when the 
official probe into her death got under way in police court 
Friday afternoon before Chief Provincial Coroner Dr. 
E. A. Braithwaite and a jury of six. 

Twelve witnesses were called and examined by John 
W. McClung of the Attorncy General’s department, and 
cross-examined by Hugh Calais Macdonald, K.C., associated 
with James Ogilvie and Russell Speers for the defence, 
before court adjourned at 5 p.m. to visit and inspect the 
Higginson home, scene of Alma Armstrong’s wedding eve 
slaying. 

Several other witnesses are to be called Saturday 
morning withthe possibility of the inquest going over until 
next week after the Labor Day holiday.

Boston Merchant-Philanthropist Tells Coast 
Audience Roosevelt Has Proven Barrier 


Against National Radicalism 


VANCOUVER, Sept. 1.—‘"“l am tremendously inter- 
ested in the future of this North American continent, 
Canada as well as the United States, and T would gladly 
join with others in the contribution of a few thousand 
dollars to: 

First, survey and find the economic facts of Canada; and 
Second, to correlate those facts into their place in practical, 
national economic planning.” 

Edward A. Filene, Boston merchant-philanthropist, made 
this announcement in a luncheon address to a joint meeting 
of the Board of Trade and the Rotary club in the Hotel Van- 
couver. 

Mr. Filene continued with emphasis: “TIT am greatly in 
earnest about fact-fir jing. For countries, the same as busi- 
ness, cannot be rui un opinions. They must be run on facts, 

The 73-year-old Boston store owner reiterated his insist- 
| ence on a belief in Canada, 

“Starting with Vancouver,” he said, “I am going right 
“through your country, West to East, to see and meet 
some of your people and to survey and find the economic 
facts about it for myself at first hand. 

“The particular and peculiar economic advantages of 
Canada entitle her to a great future in the world. Canada 
is of the Twentieth Century, and this century is international, 

“Does Canada know the vital facts about herself? 
Are they known in their relation to one another in the 
economic scheme?” 

It was at this point that Mr. Filene made his money offer. 

In subsequent explanation of his suggestion, Mr. Filene 
elaborated on the possibilities of fact finding. 


Roosevelt Prevented Revolution 

There would have been revolution in America had not 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt, with a pleasing radio voice, come 
forth in 1932 to present himself to the electors, 

This is the conclusion of Mr. Filene 

“Unquestionably,” said Mr. Filene, “I think that some 
such (radical) movement would have appeared if Mr. 
Hoover had been elected.” 

Mr. Filene described Roosevelt as ‘‘a barrier against 
radicalism,” and stated that if Hoover had been elected there 
would very likely have been a revolution in the United 
States. 

The speaker said that Roosevelt could have been a dic- 
tator after the election, if he chose. 

But he did not. He gave the people of the United 
States a New Deai, and it was dealt democratically. 

Mr. Filene pictured the inauguration of Roosevelt on a 
| day of dire distress for the banks of the country. Banks 
were closing everywhere. 

Roosevelt could have assumed dictatorial powers then, 
but he decided on a policy more in keeping with the Amer- 
ican tradition. He asked Congress to grant him certain 
extraordinary powers, it is true, but he suggested a course 
of government by fact-finding rather than the old habit of 
government by opinion. 

(Mr. Filene is probably the most noted fact-finder in the 
United States). 

Roosevelt's first act was to close the banks. It seemed, 
to the old-time politicians, a radical thing to do, but they 
had reckoned without the power of the radio. 


Appeal to Nation by Radio 

By word of mouth to small audiences, Congressmen could 
appeal to local constituents, but Roosevelt appealed to the 
| nation over the radio. 

Unemployment was not a local issue, and by reason of 
the radio Roosevelt was able to make his appeal generally 
heard. 

He got away from what has controlled the effort of 
most politicians—the inability of people to “think through” 
their problems during a mass meeting. 

In a mass meeting people cannot think their problems 
through. They are carried away 

The New Deal was a revolution, but a scientific revolu- 
tion, because of the invention of the radio. It was the radio 
that made Roosevelt's popularity after the election, possible. 

“Under fact-finding,” said Mr. Filene, “Democracy is 
at last becoming a fact, not merely in American polities, 
but in American life.” 
| This, said Mr. Filene, did not mean Socialism, with all its 
concomitants 

If Roosevelt had put up the NRA plan during his cam- 
paign he would have been defeated, declared Mr. Filene, for 
|on the surface the NRA is not in keeping with the American 
tradition of rugged individualism. As a matter of fact 
|rugged individualism is mere social irresponsibilty. It is 
| neither good government nor good business.

The annual cost of unemployment in the United States, 
said Mr. Filene, is 21 billions a year, This is based on a figure 
of 7 million unemployed, averaging $10 a day, working 300 
days a year. * 


Nation-Wide Swing 
“The New Deal was not the result of a political victory 
on the part of those who favored it,” Mr. Filene said. “It 
was not the result of any nation-wide swing toward radicals 
ism or fascism during the Presidentia! compaign of 1932. 
“Tbe American New Deal is the very antithesis of 
fascism. It is not only democratic, in harmony with the 
deep-seated American desire for democracy, but America 
under the New Deal is much more democratic than America 
ever was before, 
“The New Deal marks the end of an economic era in 
| America. Instead of marking the end of American Democs 
racy, however, it marks the realization of American Democe 
racy

Their excitement 
is not truly caused by either fear or sorrow, or 
any other of the emotions ordinarily under- 
stood 

Ore who has the proper poise and calmness 
of mind does not allow himself to be too often 
excited by any emotion. But it is nevertheless 
true that there are many nerve-racked people 
who allow their minds to be storm-tossed by 
every unusual stery or news about happenings 
which can in no way immediately concern them. 
Such excitement only depletes the nerve forces 
and brings on enervation. 

The man of power is always one who has a 
steady contro] over all emotions, and who uses 
his mental and physical energy where it will 
do the most good. The fault seems to be that 
many do not understand upon what events and 
emotions they should place the proper e:nphasis 

Women, as a rule, may be said to be the 
more nervous, and seem to waste more energy 
unon trifles. he business or professional man 
would not go very far in accomplishing any 
successful work if he could not learn to concen- 
trate upon the important things of the day, but 
spent most of his time wasting his nerve forces 
by continually being either too sad or too glad. 

It might be well for everyone to take an 
emotional inventory at the end of each day. 
Take a piece of paper and write down a list 
of these emotions: Love, hatred, envy, jealousy, 
fear, malice. Then on another line, put these 
down: Work, sleep, recreation. Check off on 
every one of these items, trying to remember

It probably best to work 
hours, sleep eight, and use the other 
recreation and study. There should certainly 
be a attering here and there during 
waking hours of remembrances of mild enjoy- 
ment, lovely thoughts and joyful moments; but 
as you take an inventory of your emotions you 
may find it hel to cut down the amount of 
time you are red, lousy, 
malice and d exciteme:

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A Definition Of Money 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 

Most of the learned, and in many instances helpful, composi- 

tions on the financial troubles of a nation living in seclusion while 

‘ waiting for better times, are based on the theory that money and 

currency mean the same thing. They are two different proposi- 
tions. 


The produce of land has to be sold—and the output of labor 
has to be paid for—and the cost of governmental and municipal 
services has to be collected (so far as possible in advance), and 
for these purposes we need money. Aithough in practice most 
payments are mace by cheque, there must be money behind the 
cheque. Money, therefore, has to be something which will buy 
anything offered for sale in the country; pay for any labor per- 
and pay any tax due to the government 
institution of government. Such money is constituted 
lawful by the government of the day and it may consist of any- 
thing from fish-hook to golden guineas.

This money must, in order to have value in circulation, be 
based upon a system of currency, involving a marshalling and use 
of all the assets produced by the resources of the country and the 
labor of the country, guaranteed by the credit of the government 
of the country so as to be capable of being used as well in inter- 


national as in domestic trade

4 The money of the country used for its domestic concerns may 
in nature and form have many modifications upon the currency 
of the country which must of necessity be kept on a basis of value 
internationally. 


The international factor is what constitutes control of cur- 


' rency one of the vital factors of government; necessity to pay the 

producers of the nation and the workers of the nation in money 
( which has full domestic purchasing power, so as to maintain an 
; adequate national earning power and to guard against unemploy- 


ment is another vital factor of government. 


Adequacy and volume available for use constitute the two 
factors in which money and currency resemble each other. This 
is what gives rise to so much confusion of thought on financial 
questions; and keeps in existence the “sound money” and “gold 
basis” theory. 


Men who deal in money by lending it at interest on security; 
and men who deal in currency by making it available for use in 
international transactions charging exchange for their services 
can charge more interest and more exchange when money and 
currency are scarce and difficult to get. 


It being impossible to maintain a flexible domestic economy 
and a flexible currency for use in international transactions on 
a gold basis—owing to the fact that the world supply of gold is 
entirely inadequate for these purposes—men dealing in money 
and men dealing in currency are unanimously in favor of the 
gold standard because it makes money scarce and exchange high 
and forces the producers and the workers to accept a lower 
standard of living.

All the mystery talk about sound money and the intricdty of 
foreign exchange means nothing except a smoke screen behind 
which to enforce lower commodity prices, lower wages, and a 
reduced standard of wages. The Prime Minister of Canada is 
reported to have said that we will have to go back to the simpler 
mode of life of our forefather: 


‘Money is sound so long as the credit of the nation is behind 
it: so is currency; provided no specially privileged class is given 
the right to select and direct the classes of individuals who shall 

i be given the use of money and the classes of individuals who shall 
be given the use of currency. 


This arbitrary control of money and of exchange is what 


makes our panics and deflations, and unemployment. The spe- 
cially privileged class takes every possible short-cut towards 
getting all the money and all the currency and putting it in 
financial blinders and leading strings so as to keep the smallest 
possible volume of money in circulation and the least possible 
amount of currency available in international transactions ‘so as 
to keep up the cost of exchange and to prevent interference with 
tariff subsidized interests. 

These few facts are all you need to know about money and 
about currency and exchange--once you really do know them—

| macetti A bit of the mixture 
should be massaged into the base 
of each nail and allowed to remain 
}on overnight, too 


However, although it may take 
time to completely correct the 
|ridged condition of such nails, a 


|great deal can be done to obscure 
lthe ridges. If the ridges are deep, 
wrap a bit of cotton around an 
orange stick, dip it into clive oil 
and then into powdered pum 
and rub jt over each nail gently 
until the worst ridges have been 
removed. Then, using a good, fine 
nail polish, buff your nails briskly 

You must be particularly careful 


in using liquid nail polish, if you 
have ridged nails. Never use bril- 
liant polishes Use a very pale 
polish only. f you use one of the 
bright, darker MPlishés, it will ac- 
cumulate between the ridges and 
give the nails an_ unattractive 
streaked appearance, A pale tint 
of liquid polish, however, will help 


to make the nails appear present- 


able. For the colorless lacquer will 
flow down between the ridges and 
present a smooth, even surface to
